I of "My Old Kentucky Home," and 
many other favorites of Kentuck- 
lans, will be honored in a series of 
13 musical radiocasts from the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky extension stu- 
dios of WHAS. Louisville, the first

GERMANY GOES PAGAN 

Coming as a shock to the world, 
and yet not so wholly unexpected 
was the conclusion reached last 
Thursday by members of the Oer- 
msn Research Society sitting In 
Berlin that Christianity was not 
meant for and does not fit Itself 
into the scene of German mentality 
and temperament, that it ts a com- 
pound of Inferiority and Jewish 
philosophy, and therefore should 
he completely repudiated and in its 
stead be p'aced the ancient Pagan 
Oods of Germany. 

For us It is more than difficult to 
understand how such a substitution 
can be made, but this is due largely 
to the fact that it is almost impos- 
tor us to comprehend the Oer- 
type of mind and its workings. 
Dr. Robert Briffault sums up this 
peculiar composition of the German 
in one paragraph in his article, 
"Madness in Middle Europe and 
World Peace' appearing In the 
March issue of Scribner's 

"Despite the flights of German 
metaphysics, the meticulousness of 
German science, the emotionalism 
of German muMc. the drtll-ser*eant 
of Prussian organization, 
iiscerns in the ponderous 

cult of force, the dicta- 
torial dogmatism and pedantry of 
its thought, its humorless megalo- 
mania, its unbalanced emotionalism 
and lack of fineness, the rough- 
hewn mentality of Gothic barbar- 
ism. That underlying crudeness is 
today made correctly manifest In 
the spectacle of a whole people in- 
fected with the dementia of 



graph give* a clear Insight Into the 
basic reasons for the tremendous 
changes that are taking plaee in 
central Europe today, and It dres 
not take long to discern that the 
barbarian < nre aga n threate- 1 -. 
world peace Added to thf 
spirit the megalomania mentioned 
by Doctor Briffault. which might 
V defined as a form of mental 
alienation In which the persons 
effected have grandiose ideas of 
what they are able to do. describes 
exceed.ngly well the makeup of the 
Hun 

Strangely enough the Oermans do 
not object to the words Huns. Goths, 
or Barbarians as applied to th-T 
They accept them stolidly saying. 
"We reject Latin culture and refine- 
ment because they serve only to 
deteriorate the human character." 
This belief is closely allied with the 
Nietzsche philosophy of the super- 
mnn that the same group which 
desires to overthrow Christianity Is 
now preaching. They propose the 
development of a race of giants fr-m 
the Oerman stock possessed of will 
and power, but devoid of tolerance, 
benevolence, or mercy. 

It can readily be seen that with 
such a doctrine as this, Christianity, 
with its teachings of love, compas- 
sion, and Justice, serves only as a 
stumbling block In their pathway 
which must be obliterated as soon as 
possible. The reinstatement of the 
old Pagan Oods will serve to develop 
a war-like attitude which Is the 
very thing that is desired, and in 
fact Is being accomplished. 

The German youth of today is not 
the same as the Oerman youth of 
1914, armed to the teeth, but he has 
an even more insurmountable spirit 
and is ready to defy the world with 
his bare fists If necessary. 

It is not difficult to comprehend 
then the dynamic force that Is be- 
coming more and more concentrated 
in Germany, nor do we have to use 
our Imaginations to any extent to 
see that if those who wish to Install 
a Pagan theology in Germany suc- 
ceed in their purpose, the peace and 
security of the civilized world is 
more than seriously threatened

ruary IT to respect Austrian Inde- 
pendence. Hitler is reluctant to

The French. Csechs. Jugoslavians. 
Poles, and Rumanians are greatly 
concerned about the formation of a 
greater Germany through incorpora- 
tion of Austria with Oermany. since 
this would mean the establishment 
of a Teutonic block of almost 75,000,- 
000 people In the oenter of Europe, 
highly Industrialised and imbued 
with the Nasi doctrine of race su- 
periority snd with the martial spirit. 
This, they argue, in view of the Nazi 
mentality and avowed aims, would 
Inevitably result in another war, 
morp terrible And devRjrt a t tnn that 
the last. 

Austria is in a desperate plight 
economically and some scheme must
